description of the fire has been furnished 
>y a gentleman who participated in the 
work throughout th9 fire: None but an 
eye-witness can form an idea of the fary 
and power of the fire-fiend as he revelled 
among the palatial buildings and ware- 
house on th» South Side, with the wind 
blowing a hurricane. At times it seemed 
but the work of a moment for tbe fira to 
enter tha south ends of the buildings 
fronting on Randolph, Lake and Water 
streets, and reappear through the north 
doors and windows, belching forth fierce 
flames which often licked the opposite 
buildings; and then the flames belching 
from bnildingii on both sides of the street 
would unite und present a solid mass of 
fire completely filling the street from side 
to aide, and shooting upward a hundred 
feet into the air above tbe house tops in 
their mad career. Thus was street after 
street filled with tlime and fire, and the 
exultation of the fire-fiend was given vent 
to in 
a 
roar 
which can only bo 


equalled by the noise of the ocean whoa 
its waters are driven, during a tempest, 
upon the beach, and the howl of the blast. 
Huge walls would topple and fall into the 
sea of fire without apparently giving a 
sound, as tbe roar of the fierce element 
was so great that all tbo milder sounds 
were swallowed up, and the fall of walls 
were only perceptible to the eye and cot 
the ear. If our readers will recall to their 
minds the fiercest snow-storm in their ex. 
perience, and imagine tho snow to be fire, 
as it surged hither and thither before tbe 
fury of the fiend, they may be ablo to form 
a feint conception of tha Dimes as they 
raged through the streets of our doomed 
oity. Many of the buildings situated 
along South Water street buried their red 
hot rear walls in the water of the river, 
into which they plunged with a hiss, 
throwing up a billow of water which 
would gradually subside until other walls 
would follow. Tbe heat was so intense at 
times from some of the burning buildings 
that they could not be approached within 
150 test, which accounts for the manner m 
which the fire worked back and ofuu 
against the wind. 


Ths fire, after reaching the business por 


tion. ol Randolph, and South Water 
streets, leaped on to the North Side ia & 
remarkable short space of time, and lapped 
up the wooden buildings on that side, 
which reached to tbe lake shore, touching 
block after block of once happy dwellings 
with its fire blast. No moro powerless 
effort to fight an enemy was ever pre- 
sented than that of the people Irving to 
combat the fire fiend. Bat tho combat 
was not of long duration, for l,he people 
bowed their heads iu anguish of spirit and 
offered the fiend to have untrammelled 
way, 
and well and thoroughly has he 


one his work. Nothing of the past his- 


tory of civilized nations chronicle any 
efforts ot theirs to which the present one 
can be compared. So, in all future time, 
the great Chicago fire, whcu mentioned, 
will bring to the hearts of its par- 
.icipants a pang of

terrible. While there arc a great many 
instance* cf generous devotion on tbe

men to help him which they refused un- 
less he paid them fifty dollars. The pi- 
pers were destroyed. Drivers of express 
wagons have taken one hundred, and 
some five hundred dollars, for an hour's 
use of their vehicles in getting distressed 
!>eople away. 
Among the sad aecom- 


[taniments of the calamity was to see hun- 
dreds of men and boys beastly intoxi- 
cated, around tho streets of tbo north 
division, where saloon-keepers' stock was 
turned into the street and furnished a 
convenient opportunity for the gratifica- 
tion of tboir slavish propensities. 
And 


there can hardly be a doubt but that 
many of these poor wretches fonnd their 
leath in tbe flames which they wero too 
helpless to eicape. One poor man had 
crawled for refngo into a water main 
ying in the street near the water-works, 
>nt the fire-fiend found him even there, 
ttfore he could get his body in safety, 
and robbed him oi his life. 


The Herald Reporter furnishes tho fol- 


>owing: Women and children are going 
itonnd the burnt district vainly seeking 
to find something to satisfy their hunger. 
They ask for relief, but there ia none to 
give them. 
No" one has provisions or 


money. What provisions there are in the 
city ara now burned or eaten, and some 
few people have enough to last them for 
a day, but not longer. Provisions have 
arnvsd from Detroit, Cincinnati, Milwsn- 
kee and at. Louis, and are being dhtri- 
bnUd as fast as possible. 
Twenty-three 


dead bodies have been taksn to a station 
on the North side. At the present time 
it is impossible to know where they arc. 
As night comes on tbe want cf gas is 
keenly felt There are but a few candles 
in the city. No water except what is Rot- 
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in tbe pains of childbirth and parent* who 
have been moved from beds of sickness 
to save their lives that at best were 
nearly spent. All are exposed to tbe tains 
of last flight and the cold, raw winds of 
to-day. Several deaths have occurred in 
Lincoln Park, and three women have 
brought children into tbe world only to 
die. 


There are people who, in tbe bitterness 


of their soul, ascribe the calamity to God's 
judgment. A man said to me, "this is a 
second Sodom and Gomorrah, and tho 
curse is on it" 
Another night most bo 


spent in Lincoln Park and tbe brick fields 
at Division street, and yet another and 
another. Each train and extras are 
loaded to their fullest capacity, taking 
people away who, in many instances, have 
no place to go and can't stay here. And 
every train is obliged to leave five times 
as many as tney take. Every precaution 
is being taken by the authorities to guard 
the people to-night, and if morning comes 
without robberies, murders, or a renewal 
of fires, then all will thank God and go 
forward with courage.

Experiment in Planting Pota- 
toes. 


Hearing-jt.oonfilently asserted that in 


planting potatoes three "eyes" to the hill 
are, a sufficient amount.of seed, and think- 
ing the quantity usually used might ba 
greater than is necessary I resolved to test 
the matter by experiment 


Experiment No. 1.—I took medium- 


sized potatoes of the Prince Albert variety, 
cut of a email part of tbe a>edend,rejeoting 
it; then divided the remainder into pieces 
having two eyes each; a fow of the pieces 
had throe eyes. I planted two rows of the 
pieces, perhaps 
twenty-five 
yards in 


length, putting two pieces ia each hill. 
The rows were arranged,one of each kind, 
in alternate order, hills from three to 
three and a bajf feet apart. 
Tbe shoots 


of the pieces were fewer, and at first 
smaller than ttn others, but after a ful- 
ler develop merit the latter difference dis- 
appeared. When, the crop came to ma- 
turity the products ware dug nnd weighed. 
The pieces . produced 167^ pounds, the 
whole pjtaioes 133;^ pounds.
